This development was learned at 


a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Tuesday evening in which 
the matter of the gas question was 
discussed for a short time. No 
ordinance has yet been offered to 
city council on the gas rate which 
must be set by March 27 therefore 
nothing can be done officially by 
the council.

rj-tH E edito r o f a Califo rnia news­ 
paper amazed the wo rld with 
the frank co nfessio n in behalf o t 
“the majo rity o f the peo ple o f Cal­ 
ifo rnia” that the reaso n Mo o ney 
and Billings are in priso n is “be­ 
cause the majo rity o f the peo ple 
o f Califo rnia w ant them there, 
and that it is “beside the po int 
whether they are guilty o f any 
particular crime.” 
That may o r may no t be true, 
but it co rro bo rates the charge that 
Sacco and Zanzetti were executed 
no t because they were guilty o l 
any particular crime but because 
a majo rity o f the peo ple o f their 
co mmunity demanded their lives. 
It is fit and pro per that the “lanu 
o f liberty ” pro tect itself against 
its enemies, against all enemies o f 
so ciety , but America 
has 
never 
sto o d fo r “railro ading” men merely 
because it did no t want them run­ 
ning at large. One o f the natio n’s 
pro udest bo asts has been that here 
the right o f trial by jury is in­ 
alienable—a few lvnchings expect­ 
ed—and that in America alo ne is 
the citizen secure against unjust 
impriso nment. 
The co nstitutio ns o f the United 
States and o f the 48 states have set 
up a co mplicated sy stem to pro tect 
the citizens against unlawful a r­ 
rest and impriso nment but here is 
an edito i; pro claiming to the wo rld 
that his state has deprived two cit­ 
izens o f that pro tectio n. 
Guilty men must be punished, 
but, lest inno cent men suffer un­ 
justly , the guilty sho uld no t be 
made to pay the penalty fo r crimes 
they did no t co mmit. If the co urts 
co nvict the lawless o f crimes which 
they are guiltless are the lawful 
safe in tho se co urts?

Any person who has a cold and is

who have colds should be kept home 
and not be permitted to attend class- 
es. 
By insisting on this rule,, not 


only will they get well quicker, but 
they will not be a source of danger 
to other children. 
Sneezing or coughing In such a 


way as to spread infection should be 
avoided. Always attempt to catch 
a sneeze in. a hahdkerchief. If you 
have a cold do not talk into people'* 
faces. 
By no means go close to a 


child If you have a cold. 
The common habit of embracing 


and kissing children has led to many 
infections that could have been pre- 
vented. 
This applies to so serious 


a disease as tuberculosis, too. 


In spite of the numerous signs- is* 


sued by local health bureaus, spit- 
ting Is" still a common vice in this, 
country, and it is most dangerous 
to health. 
We are too much concerned with 


the cure of these ailments rather 
than with their cause and possible 
prevention. 
We recall the 
well- 


known adage, "an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure." Yet 
in this matter very few of us apply 
that wise rule. 
Proper regard to the dangers from 


sneezing,

talking will do much- to better 
public health.
